ratified by the legislatures of three-fourths of the several 7
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States within seven years after the date of its submission 1

for ratification: 2

‘‘ARTICLE — 3

‘‘Representatives shall be apportioned among the sev-4

eral States according to their respective numbers, which 5

shall be determined by counting the number of persons 6

in each State who are citizens of the United States.’’. 7
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
